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ACCELERATED PROGRAM 

In order to help supply teachers to replace those who are 
serving their country and to make it possible for young men and 
women to receive their college degrees before entering military or 
emergency duties, Mansfield State Teachers College has inaugur- 
ated a three-year plan whereby the length of time spent in college 
may be shortened. This plan is accomplished by three college 
years and two twelve weeks summer schools'. 

The students who are now Juniors, by following this plan, may 
be graduated in January, 1943. The accelerated program does not 
replace the regular four-year curriculum. Mansfield is simply 
offering the three-year plan for those students who feel that they 
will be benefited by taking an accelerated program.
